C ox Y e ste r d a y 
a t S a n A n d r e a s . 


S a n A n d r e a s, August 31st.—George W. 
Cox was executed to-day in the jail yard at 
10:30 a . m . by Sheriff Benjam in Thorne. 
The death w arrant was read to the con­ 
demned m an shortly after 10 o’clock, in the 
presence of several officers and physicians. 
The Sheriff informed Cox that he had an 
unpleasant duty to perform, and Cox re­ 
plied. “ Go on, Mr. Sheriff, and do your 
duty.” 
The condemned m an was laboring under 
some excitement, for bis pulse was 140 im ­ 
mediately before being led on to the scaffold, 
but his m anner and words were brave to 
the last. 
H e walked to and on the scaffold 
w ithout any hesitation, and assisted the 
Sheriff in adjusting the straps and the 
black cap. 
H e made the rem ark that he 
was not sorry for anything he had ever 
done in his life, and as the black cap was 
slipped over his head he told the Sheriff 
not to sm other him . 
A t 10:35 o’clock the drop fell and the 
neck of Cox was broken. H e died w ithout 
a struggle and no pulse was perceptible 
after the drop. About one hundred per­ 
sons witnessed the execution. 
The crime for which Cox suffered the 
death penalty was fbc the m urder of his 
son-in-law, H enry Cook, near 8heep Ranch, 
in this oouuty on November 3d last. The 
m urderer shot the young m an while he 
was eating hisdinnpr, w ithout any warning 
whatever. Cox claimed that his son-in- 
law had threatened 
to take 
his life, 
and 
had 
listened to evil stories con­ 
cerning Cook end his (Cox’) wife. The 
case was tried in January last and the 
death penalty affixed, and on appeal to the 
Suprem e Court the judgm ent was affirmed.

N e w c a s t le . August 31st.—The fruit out­ 
put for 1887 from Newcastle am ounted to 
nearly 8.000,000 pounds, and it is believed 
that these figures during the present sea­ 
son will be swelled to nearly 15,000,000 
pounds. So rapid has been the progress of 
this industry at Newcastle that the railroad 
company finds itself hampered for room, 
and there is no doubt that next year fruit- 
shippers will load and ship their own en­ 
tire train-loads of fruit daily to the East. 
Newcastle now claims to’ be the largest 
shipper of local fruits in California. 
It 
was exceeded Iasi year by only one place 
on the coast—Sacram ento—and the same 
relative position will be m aintained the 
present season, but it should be borne in 
mind that Newcastle ships the product of 
the Newcastle fruit district, while Sacra­ 
m ento includes in her shipm ents the pro­ 
ducts of ten other counties.

P u t-In B ay (0 .), August 31st.—This was 
a mem orable day for the five hundred resi­ 
dents of Put-In Bay Island. 
Early this 
m orning the Islander’s began to m ake prep­ 
arations for the reception and entertain­ 
m ent ot their distinguished guest, General 
Hnrrison, and his party. 
Banners were 
flying to the breeze. Hags raised and houses 
and cottages draped in honor of the ex­ 
pected guest. By 10 o’clock the residents 
of the neighboring islands began to arrive, 
dressed in their holiday attire, and their 
little yachts sailed into the historic bay. 
They were welcomc-d by the native resi­ 
dents and others. 
An excursion boat from Toledo brought 
about 400 excursionists, and a steamer from 
Cleveland 
and 
another from 
Detroit 
brought large num bers of people. 
The yacht Ganges, with General H arri­ 
son on board, arrived at 2:40. The General 
was accompanied by ex Governor Foster, 
Judge C um m iD gs and other friends. 
The 
party was escorted to the pavilion, and 
John Brown, J r , arose, and announced 
that Governor Foster would act as Master 
of Ceremonies. 
Governor Foster made a few rem arks, 
and announced General H arrison, who 
spoke as follow s: 


GENERAL HARRISON’S SPEECH.

by our fathers in council and in war, and 
in the formation and defense and perpetu­ 
ation of our magnificent institutions. ‘ We 
are here in the im m ediate neighborhood of 
one ot those great historic events that was 
am ong the most potential agencies in set­ 
tling our title to the great Northwest. If 
we had stood where we stand to-day. we 
could have heard the guns of Perry’s’ fleet 
If we had stood where we stand to-day, we 
could have welcomed him as he came vie 
torious into Put-In Bay. These institu­ 
tions of ours are in our own keeping now, 
and not only our fundam ental institutions, 
but the fame th at has been won by those 
who have gone before. 
I may therefore 
properly say to-day that a campaign like 
this demands the thoughtful consideration 
of every American voter. 


TH E STORY OF OUR PROSPERITY, 
Of our development in wealth, of onr 
achievement in finance as a nation since 
and during the war is alm ost as notable 
and as adm irable as that of our achievements 
in arm s. The assembling of our revenue 
is even more difficult than the assembling 
of armies, and yet we were able to m ain­ 
tain those arm ies in the field, and have 
been able since, not only to bear up a great 
load of debt, but to pay it off, uutil that

gas and water in our dw ellings; also, that 
there is no difference in the danger attend­ 
ing the use of continuous or alternating 
currents, and both may be transformed be­ 
fore being used, to render them perfectly 
harm less.

B o s t o n , August 31st.—General B 
F. 
B utler this evening addressed a large au­ 
dience in Trenton! Temple on the tariff 
question and onr fisheries rights. 
H e in ­ 
cidentally scored Cleveland in a lively 
fashion. H e called attention to the fact 
that the first statutenassed by the first Con­ 
gress provided for protective duties, and 
that the Father of the Republic made pro­ 
tection of American industries the subject 
of his especial care. The protective policy 
then laid down and the present tariff 
laws are conservant. 
Butler said that 
the existence of such m anufa-iuring towns 
as Lowell is due to the protective tariff. 
H e defined free-trade, a tariff for revenue, 
a tariff with incidental protection, and a 
tariff for protection only. 


TH E TA RIFF A NECESSITY. 
H e said he knew of no party in favor of 
a tariff for protection only, but we have to 
raise $300,000,000 annually to pay the run­ 
ning expenses of the Government, the in­ 
terest on the pubiic debt, and the pensions. 
If the internal revenue tax is retained, as 
the President proposes, still there are $250,­ 
000,000 to raise. Boiler had never met a 
practical business m an—who knows any­ 
thing aboul the subject—who is a free 
trader. 
“ The President declares him self 
not to be a free-trader, but I m ust confess 
that he seems to try to get as near being a 
free-trader as he can, if I take his words. 
H e exactly agiees with me as to a tariff 
with incidental protection, but when I read 
the Mills bill I find that it pu;s m any arti­ 
cles on the free list which w u!d be dis­ 
astrous to American production.” 


FREE TRADE IN T H E PAST. 
“ 1 returned from c-liege,” continued 
Butler, “ well taught in the theorlts ot free 
tiade. 
1 went to Lowell, which was lan­ 
guishing. 
Men and women were working 
very long hours. There was no im porta­ 
tion of foreign labor, yet w ithal the work­ 
ing people were failing in every relation of 
life. The tariff of 1842 was adopted. Cot­ 
ton m anufacturing at once then sprang up, 
not only in Lowell, but ail New England! 
Not only this, but it was found possible to 
cut down the hours of work from fourteen 
hours per day to sixty hours per week, and 
the m anuiactureis advanced rhe wages a.iti 
still made a profit." 


WHAT PROTECTION HAS DONE, 
1 have carefully given this history of the 
pioneer m anufacturing city—now o’f 80,000 
people, happy and prosperous beyond any 
like people, which I know so well and in 
which I have lived so long—in order that 
the facts shall come to be understood by 
all: that to the support of the protective 
tariff Lowel! owes the prosperity of her 
mill-owners and the high condition and 
character of her laborers. 


TH E PRESIDENT’S IGNORANCE. 
From readm e his message I learn that 
the President does not believe in these 
beneficent results of protection, but I do 
believe if he had observed and know n— as 
I have—how m uch the protective tariff has 
done for the American workimmien, tbat 
iiis message w ouldnever have been penned. 
It is not his fault, but the laboring m an s 
misfortune that he did not know thess 
tacts.” 
COTTON AND WOOL. 
Butler satirically said that the President 
could not agree to the provision ot the 
Mills bill which puts a duty of four-tenths 
of its cost on every poor m an's shirt, for 
nobody needs tariff protection in rais­ 
ing cotton. 
N either India nor Eaypt 
cau 
compete 
with 
our 
8onu:crn 
States in growing cotton. The wool-grow­ 
ing industry is attem pte 1 to be m i»;t-i.>r-- 
sented by misrepresenting the r- p.irts of

000,000. The cotton broker sud speculator 
had been pro tec oil several m illions more 
by the Mills bill. 
B utler reiterated his 
solemn conviction that our prosperity is 
due to the tariff.

Judge H. O. Beatty, one of the members 
of the Veteran Club and H arrison votéis of 
1840, and who was a stanch protectionist 
in those stirring whilom days of the free- 
trade Democracy, gave in a talk before the 
club on Thursday evening some interesting 
reminiscences and facts of the Log Cabin 
Campaign, and the damaging effects of free- 
trade forty years ago under Democratic 
rule. A t that time, he said, the contest 
was between the supporters of Genera! 
H arrison and protection on one side, and 
tree-trade and the South Carolina nullifiers 
on the other. 
Now it is between the loyal 
Republican party with protection to Amcri- 
cau laborers 
and American 
industries 
on one side, with a solid South of Confed­ 
erate Brigadiers, free trade and competi­ 
tion with British pauper labor on the other. 
The theories of the two parties, and Ihe 
practical results of protection and free 
trade, he said should be carefully exam ­ 
ined, and from these voters would have no 
difficulty to determ ine which was the best 
and only safe course for the welfare of 
American labor and the prosperity of the 
country. Under the theory of protection, 
people are divided into four general classes, 
which are, first, producers of all kinds, in ­ 
cluding farmers, manufacturers, mechanics, 
etc.; second, m erchants and dealers of all 
k inds; thir/1. carriers of every description, 
and their employes, and lourth, a class 
that includes lawyers, doctors, preachers, 
schoolmasters, and in line all who are not 
in some way connected with tlm business 
of producing or distributing some material 
article that conduces to the convenience, 
health or pleasure of the hum an family. 
Of all these, the speaker said, it was self- 
evident that as the producing class is in­ 
creased the other three classes will de­ 
crease, and the general prosperity of the 
whole country will be enhanced. 
Every 
one will adm it and knows, that the man 
who m akes something, or produces an ar 
tide, w hether it be shaving out an ax- 
handle, or raising n bushel of wheat or 
corn, adds that m uch, w hether little or 
much, to the country’s wealth and the 
good ot his lellow-nian. But the mere 
work of buying or selling the same article 
after it is produced, or of carrying or 
transplanting it from one part of the coun­ 
try to another adds nothing to the aggre­ 
gate wealth or possession of a country. 
The producer, therefore, is the prim e factor 
in the wealth and prosperity of any com­ 
m unity or couutry, and whatever con­ 
serves the interest of the producer adds to 
the general wealth and general prosperity 
of the entire com m unity 
A tariff therefore which prolects this 
class and gives them greater advantages to 
produce, will augm ent the 
num ber in 
the 
producing 
class, 
aud 
iu 
tbat 
ratio 
will 
decrease 
the 
non-produc­ 
ing classes, 
which as 
we well 
know 
will benefit all classes. Thus, when pro- 


uoiion ir.duces us to manufacture an article 
never before manufactured, it takes men to 
make i bat article. These men are drawn 
from ali other classes. As we increase the 
arm y ot producers we get better houses, 
better food, better olothf-9, better furniture, 
better demand for laborers, and a general 
im provem ent in the institutions of the 
country. 
We have bad experience in the 
m atter, and experience is better than the­ 
ory. 
The speaker said our first prolective tariff 
was passed in 1824, and amended in 1828. 
A fterthat.it was in tore», w ith but slight 
am endm ents, until 1833. 
From 1824 to 
1833 there was a great increase of wealth, 
and the country abounded in prosperity. 
Wages were greatly increased, snd all 
kinds of agricultural products gave much 
higher prices to the producers. 
The states 
known as m anuliicluring States were . x- 
ceedingly prosperous, and there was no 
spot 
in 
the 
Union 
where the peo­ 
ple were not becom in; richer. Those 
States which were engaged m ost in m anu­ 
facturing were, of course, the most bene­ 
fited by the protection system, am! as the 
greater m anufacturing enterprise of the 
North was thereby rewarded by greater 
prosperity than the more easy-going South, 
the latter became discontented, and in 1833 
obtained control of Congress and reduced 
the tariff laws to a revenue standard, elim ­ 
inating the idea 
of 
protection. 
This 
change was not, however, to go into effect 
all at once, but in installm ents fro a. 1833 
to 1842_ 
The first heavy reduction took place in 
1835, which 
resulted 
in 
an 
im mense 
im portation of foreign goods. This alarmed 
those who already had stocks on hand, and 
they proceeded to sell as rapidly as possi­ 
ble, and upon ruinous terms. The couutry 
was flooded with foreign productions, aud 
as the goods were sold on tinte to whoever 
would buy, there were im m ense sales in all 
directions’. 
A t first ihe people regarded the change 
as one to be desired, and free trade was pop­ 
ular, as goods were cheap and coula be 
bought without ready money. This was 
the first side of the new theory to bring in 
prosperity, 
but 
when 
the 
lime 
came to 
pay for 
the 
goods 
there 
w ts 
no 
money 
in 
the 
country 
and the whole country became bankrupted. 
Thus, the result of this free-trade experi­ 
m ent was that for a year or more we all 
thought ourselves rich—but it was a de­ 
lusion. But when the end of another came 
round bankruptcy was the condition of the 
whole country. 
Ir. 1842, after General H arrison was 
elected, and his party was dom inant in 
Congress, protection vr&3 given to ihe in­ 
dustries of the country by wise legislation, 
aud as a consequence, the people were re­ 
lieved and all the country began to grow 
richer, and presently it was once more put 
upon a basis of solvency. 
Under Mr. Polk, 
in 1846, for a second tim e a free-trade reve­ 
nue r ritf bill was set up. The rf<otlt was 
not 
quite 
so 
bad 
as it was in the 
year 1835, 
but 
it was 
due 
to 
crop 
delinquency in Europe. 
W hile our corn 
proriuct was very heavy, and, of course, the 
growers got thrice a3 m uch a3 ever before, 
they were then able to pay for on rex t ava- 
gaiit im portations under the 
fn e-trade 
i chem e w ithout plunging into defct. Some 
f w years after that, when the country be­ 
gan to go behind and trembled in anticipa­ 
tion of the iriaia of 1836, the discovery of 
gold in California saved U 3, and we stag­ 
gered alona to the year 1857, when a finan­ 
cial panic struck the country and insolv­ 
ency and ruin again starred us in the face, 
aud thousands gave way under the trials of 
ibe period. 
Now, said Judge Beatty, let us examine 
the rtcord and see w hat has been the round 
result of all our experim enting upon the 
t-.riff. Under protection, from 1824 to 1835, 
we did"well, discharged the indebtedness 
of the country, and it gained im mensely 
in wealth and general prosperity, enter­ 
prise being stim ulated and investm ent dis­ 
couraged. 
B ut under an uncertain policy 
with nou-free trade, and next protection, 
snd then low tariff again, from 1835 to 
1860 we got into all m anner of debt en 
tanglemcnts ar.d our revenue income was 
insufficient to meet expenses. 
The coun­ 
try, in sir rr, made uc> r-.-a 1 progress beyond 
that due to norm al ¡increase of population. 
Since the close of the civil war we beve 
had 
the 
benefit of a high protective 
tariff, and in that tim e we have alm ost 
doubled in population, and 
have fully 
quadrupled our wealth. O ur wage pay­ 
ments have been steady and have riser.; 
the revenue income has been equal to the 
Government demand : the public debt lm> 
beeu paid more rapidly than it fallad, e, 
for .its surrender in advance of m aturity. 
The introduce ion « I labor-saving m achinery 
lias augmented our capacity to produce ini- 
lii: m-nly. 
As consumers, we pay n higher 
for articles t-f m anufactm e than ulier. limy 
were im ported under 3 free trade po ny. 
Our farmers ‘ ave received better prices ; r 
pr-.dnce than )>• any tim e under Jive truce, 
ihe only cxi-enimn being the fam ine period 
i f lclO-7. while the entire country has 
m ade yr- c ra n d m ere rapid and perma- 
iien: progress than has any other nation 
from earliest to present lime. 
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O t t a w a , August 31st.—A special report 
on the fisheries serviceof last year is issued.

AFFAIRS IN COSTA RICA, POLITI­ 
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T h e D u k e d o m G ran ted to C h risto­ 
p h e r C olu m b u s — S o m e th in g 
A b ou t L ost T reasu res.

E s t r e l l a , Costa Rica, Ju ly 24, 1888. 
Piracy m ust have had its attractions, if 
so perfect was the w eather in these days 
we read of, when “'th e long, low, suspicious- 
looking craft, w ith raking masts,” used to 
steal out from sheltered coves to plunder 
richly-laden galleons. So beautifully lu­ 
m inous are these southern waters that, 
•looking ¿own into tfceir clear depths at 
noondav, one m ay imagine the “ Spanish 
Alain ” to he floored w ith diamonds, and 
th a t th e yellow sea-flowers— loosened and 
floating upwards—are made of purest gold. 
Sometimes we drifted so close to shore that 
th e 
m ountains were distinctly visible, 
gleam ing all day in a blue haze which 
turned to am ethyst at sunset ; gray rocks 
were in view, belted w ith sparkling vapors, 
above th e spray of which thousands of sea­ 
birds sported, an i w ith the captain’s glass 
we could discern w hite sands beyond the 
line of purple breakers, and here and there 
the smoke of some fisherman’s hut. 
Now and then one of those tin y naviga­ 
tors— the nautilus—glided by w ith 
all 
sails s e t; or a disturbed school of gars 
leaped, like serpents, around u s ; or a dol­ 
phin— king of the sea—played about the 
stern till harpooned and brought on deck 
by some cruel sailor, when, as if conscious 
of his fallen state, he would instantly be­ 
come like any other dead fish, his beautiful 
colors faded and lusterless. 
Then there were the stars, when the sun 
was pone—some of 
them unfam iliar to 
N orthern eyes; 
and the Southern Cross, 
nightly leaning lower upon the horizon— 
all so plainly m irrored upon an unknown 
ocean, th at my companion’s song— 
“ When with their trembling footsteps 
The faint stars tread the sea,” 
was not w ithout application. 
U ntil a com paratively recent period, the 
few travelers who visited 
Costa Rica 
thought it necessary to cross the Isthm us 
of Panam a, or to sail southward from San 
Francisco, and land at Puenta Arenas—a 
small harbor in the G ulf of X icoya,on the 
Pacific side. 
T he fact th a t M atina, on the 
Caribbean Sea, is now considered as favor­ 
able a port of entrance, is chiefly due to 
that 


NOTORIOUS 
F IL IB U S T E R , 
W illiam W alker, who put Costa Rica toso 
much trouble, not m any years ago, but 
who— like m any another evil-doer— was 
unw ittingly made an instrum ent for good. 
T he town of M atina lies a t the mouth of a 
considerable stream of the same name, 
formed by the junction of the C hirripo 
and Barbilla rivers, w hich—flowing east- 
wardly—enters the Caribbean Sea near 
latitude 10° north. 
As usual, there is a bar at the mouth of 
the river, and vessels are liable to be de­ 
layed several days before an entrance can 
be effected, or—especially during the sea­ 
son of northers—before small boats can be 
sent from shore to convey passengers across 
th e breakers. 
M atina straggles, in sleepy fashion, over 
a low sand-hill—no pier, no wharf, no 
“ s lip ’’ new or old—everything betoken­ 
ing southern sloth and lack of enterprise. 
There are a few whitewashed houses, w ith 
red-tiled 
roof- : 
but the m ajority are 
squalid huts, thatched with dried grass 
or plantain leaves. 
T he somewhat pre­ 
tentious church has a chim e of rusty bells 
in its tw in towers; and several flag-staffs 
float the gaudy colors of the Costa Rican 
bandera. 
Everything blazes and blisters 
beneath the tropic sun, except where, at 
rare intervals, th e 
glaring picture 
is 
shaded by groups of indigo trees, feathery 
palms, or the poisonous nianzanUa. 
A ll C entral American ports are un­ 
healthy, but this of M atina is deadly, for 
vomito (yellow fever) and the dangerous 
calenturas peculiar to the coast are con­ 
tinual visitors. 
Though our arrival was 
tim ed at the healthful season of the year, 
we seemed to encounter a death’s-head at 
every step. 
T he open doors of the first 
house showed us a corpse stretched upon 
its bier, surrounded by burning candles. 
A little farther up the street we saw a 
funeral procession wending mournfully to­ 
ward the Campo Santo; and another was 
m et returning from the same sad errand. 
“Oh, no; this is not a sickly season,” 
said the keeper of the cane-staik hotel, in 
answer to my inquiry; “the fever is al­ 
ways here, you know, but there have been 
ONLY FOUR FUNERALS 
So far this week.” 
Considering that this 
was but the second day of the week and 
the village contains less than a thousand 
inhabitants, we concluded to make our 
stay as brief as possible. 
T he exports of Costa Rica (chiefly coffee, 
India-rubber, Brazil 
wood, 
mahogany, 
cedar, hides, indigo and cocoa), are mostív 
shipped from I’uenta Arenas, on the P a­ 
cific, while m any of the im ports—mainiy 
m anufactured articles—are 
received 
at 
M atina. 
It is estim ated th at nearly three 
m illion dollars’ w orth of goods are annu­ 
ally im ported into the little Republic, 
w hile the exports average about half a 
m illion more. 
Last year more than two 
hundred *nillion pounds of coffeee were sent 
out of Costa Rica—a rem arkably good 
showing, rem em bering th a t the berry was 
first introduced there in 18150. 
Previous 
to th a t tim e the people were very poor, 
and it is only of late years, since coffee 
culture has been extensively introduced, 
th a t they have attained to anything like 
prosperity. 
N ext to Salvador, Costa Rica is the 
sm allest of the Central American States, 
w ith an area of only 20,000 square miles 
and a population of 180,000—fully one- 
fourth of whom are Indians. 
The five 
republics known collectively as Central 
America have together an area of little 
more than 
175,000 square miles, and a 
total population of not quite three m ill­ 
ions. 
Costa Rica is considered the most 
liberal of them all—except in m atters of 
religion, which is 


INTENSELY ROMAN CATHOLIC. 
Its governm ent is supposed to be repre­ 
sentative, and its 
supreme 
executive 
(elected every four years) is not eligible, 
according to the Constitution, to two suc­ 
cessive term s; but it sometimes happens, 
as in Mexico, th at if a President is shrewd 
enough, he may keep him self in power 
through mauv terms, bv judicious alterna­ 
tion with an obliging friend. 
The Costa Rica Indians are unlike any 
others I have seen, m any of them being 
poor and miserable to a degree, yet in ­ 
tensely religious and scrupulously honest. 
Among the various tribes, perhaps the 
most interesting are the Talamancas and 
the Guatusos. 
The former are confined to 
the A tlantic slope, inhabiting those low­ 
lands between the M atina river and the 
Rio Estrella— “ R iver of the Star,” which 
flows into E l Baeo del Torro. 
This region 
is one of great historical interest, as it 
comprises those lands granted by the Span­ 
ish crown to C hristopher Columbus, soon 
after the famous discoverer entered the 
Baeo, in 1502, from which circumstance 
its lovely little harbor is yet called Bahia 
del A lm irante (‘ A dm iral’s B ay"). 
As usual in those days, the territorial 
grant was accompanied by a title of no­ 
bility— the Dukedom of V iragua. 
In the 
assignment of jurisdiction made to the 
first Governor of Costa R ica this D uke­ 
dom was especially excepted. 
Not many 
years later, however, the discoverer's oldest 
eon— Don Luis Colon—entered into an 
agreem ent w hich incorporated these lands 
w ith the royal estate, and thereafter the 
Governors of Costa Rica were authorized 
to occupy and adm inister them . 
It is in 
this region th at those 


f a m o u s g o l d a n d s i l v e r m i n e s , 
From which the country wasjnamed, are 
supposed to be situated. 
More than three 
centuries ago, two galleons, laden w ith 
precious dust and ore, sailed every year 
from this R io Estrella to Cadiz. 
A fter 
th e Indian massacre of 1807, all traces of 
these mines were lost, and in course of 
tim e im penetrable forests sprang up in the 
footprints of the greedy Spaniards, blot­ 


ting them out forever. 
To-day nothing is 
known, either in Spain or Casta Rica, con­ 
cerning the wonderful E l llorado of Es­ 
trella and Tisingah, beyond the vague 
traditions of the Indians. 
A missionary priest, of the College of 
Propaganda, w riting on this subject in 
1636, says: “ The region is barren, but it 
cannot be doubted th at many rich mines 
exist in it. 
In particular, we have ac­ 
counts of a wonderful silver deposit in a 
high h ill called San Mateo, from which 
large quantities of ore were taken in the 
last century. 
I have been told by a con­ 
verted Indian th at the Cabecaras of the 
present day relate th at after the massacre 
of the Spaniards in lfiOl vast quantities of 
gold were thrown into the lake, where 
they still rem ain.” 
About th irty years ago it was reported 
th at some documents, proving the exact 
hereabouts of the treasures, had been dis­ 
covered in the archieves at H avana. 
Im ­ 
mediately President Mora dispatched secret 
agents, to secure the papers; but it was 
never known w hether th e coveted informa­ 
tion was gained, for if so, interested parties 
secretly availed themselves of it. 
From tim e immemorial, the Talamancas 
have been considered the most warlike 
and unmanageable race on the continent. 
In the summer of 1010, when the rapacity 
of th e Spaniards became unbearable, they 
uprose one day and massacred all the in­ 
habitants of the city, called San Jago de 
Talamanca, which stood on the left bank 
of the Estrella. 
In their savage thirst for 
vengeance some dreadful atrocities were 
committed—such as pouring melted gold 
down the throats of their hated oppressors, 
and butchering men, women, priests and 
children in one wild carnage. 
H alf a century later they were partially 
subdued by Don Roderigo Maldonado, who 
fitted out an armed expedition against 
them and rebuilt the city of San Jago in 
greater splendor than before. 
B u tin 1707 
the unconquerable Indian-- again arose, 
and w ith knife, melted ore and devouring 
torch, exterm inated the usurper. 
So com­ 
plete was the annihilation, th at to-day not 
only the gold mines of the E strella are 
faint traditions, only, but few traces can be 
found of the famous castle of San Ildefonso, 
or the proud city of San Jago. 
No sudse- 
quent attem pts have ever been made 


TO CO N TRO L T H E IN D IA N S 
Of that section, who—sosay the missionaries 
-—“relapsed into a state of hopeless heathen­ 
ism.” 
However th at may have been, the 
Talam ancas of to-day are peaceable and 
industrious, in no way unfriendly to any 
strangers who may enter their territory, 
and obeying the laws of the land, like 
other citizens. 
« 
S till more interesting are the Guatusos, 
or “ W hite Indians,” of the river Frio. 
This stream —so named beeau-e of its ex­ 
treme coldness—rises 
in 
the northern 
mountains, and loses it«elf in Lake N'icar- 
agua, opposite 1-ort Carlos. 
For three 
hundred and fifty years th e valley of the 
brio has been a ¡Herat terra incognita. 
W hat m anner of people inhabit it, how 
they live, w hat th eir blood, language, cus­ 
toms and religion, none can tell. From the 
beginning they seem to have sworn that no 
strangers shall set foot w ithin their do­ 
m ain, and fiercely have they repelled all 
who sought admission. 
Even powerful 
expeditions, such as th at of 1783, projected 
and ltd by T ristan, Bishop of Nicaragua, 
and another in 1849, have been boldly met 
and driven back. 
Catholic missionaries, 
who went on peaceful errands, appear to 
have fared no better—for not one of them 
returned to tell the story of his advent­ 
ures. 
The illustrious Don Francisco de Paula 
<5arcia Pelaez, alluding to this fact in his 
“H istoria de G uatem ala,” writes : “I t was 
as if these mountains were the very gates 
of hell, fiom w ithin w hich there was no 
redemption. 
Finally, about 175 years ago, 
after many good priests had disappeared 
w ithin these mysterious ‘gates,’ the See of 
Rome—probably fearing th at the supply 
would be exhausted—formally cut off th a t 
inscrutable region from all future benefits 
of religion, and forbade any more priests 
to enter it.” 
The statem ent th at th e Guatusos are 
w hite corresponds with the report of Bishop 
T ristan’s expedition of 1783. 


AFTER MARCHING FOURTEEN DAT'S 
Up the Rio Frio, they came a t lost upon a 
num ber of those Indians encamped in a 
shady bend of the river, whom they de- 
scrilte as “of good size and w hite skin.” 
The latest information concerning this 
singular tribe was found in the Chronista 
de Costa Pica, and was furnished by an 
officer in the Costa Rican service. 
Said 
h e: 
“Between th e peaks of the lofty vol­ 
canoes, Orosi and M ira valles, and th e river 
of San Carlos, extends a vast plain, inhab­ 
ited by the Guatusos. 
It is pretended that 
this tribe is descended from the colonists 
who fled from Espasza when th at city was 
taken by the Filibusters of antiquity. 
Snch as have chanced to see any of them 
affirm th a t they are white, have beards, 
and are practiced in a certain system of 
m ilitary discipline. 
Foreign to Costa 
Rica, yet inhabiting the richest zone of its 
territory, this people greatly piqued our 
curiosity when we accompanied the expe­ 
dition against the modern Filibusters on 
the San J uan river ; but though we went 
a long distance up th e Frio, we never 
found any of them.” 
More fortunate was a colonel of the Cos­ 
ta Rican division under General George 
Canty 
(who 
descended 
the 
northern 
m ountains and entered San Juan, at the 
tim e when forts, steamboats, and every­ 
thing else in possession of W alker’s for. es 
were so brilliantly taken); who related 
that, as the rear guard of the division were 
passing a dense forest, it was struck by a 
shower of arrows from the thickets. Quick­ 
ly replying w ith muskets and m inie halls, 
a piercing shriek was heard w ithin the for­ 
est, and the branches crackled as though a 
m ultitude were rushing through them. 
C utting a path with their mediates through 
the thick underwood, the soldiers found 
the body of a beautiful young woman, al­ 
most naked and perfectly white, who had 
been m ortally wounded ’ and who died as 
they gently lifted her.

There is not, in all historic time, a 
greater record than th a t of the U nited 
States. 
Before the nation was a hundred 
years old a great civil war broke out, and 
the N orth alone had at one time more than 
a m illion of arm ed men in the field, and 
the South had vast armies also.

thousand miles of railway, revived our in­ 
dustries, increased in jxipulation, and our 
prosperity is such that our annual income 
is greater than that of any nation on the 
earth.

astonish the Dean and delight me. 
T his shows that you have the ability, 
and th at there will be no excuse and no 
jiardon if you are not faithful in the 
future.

This does not seem right, especially as 
the United States Government had out­ 
standing on that date $1,014,138,142 inter­ 
est-bearing debt, on over a thousand m ill­ 
ions of which it is iiaying interest at four 
to six per cent, per annum . 
The Secretary of the Treasury has full 
authority’ in liis 
hands, under Acts of 
Congress,

.3 enuess M iller, the latest of the 
irmers, is w atching for th e ship 
sense to come in w ith the m illen­ 
nium 0:1 board, down on th e M aine coast 
W hile pretty things in silk and lace vet 
lay a'-out her cham ber in process of pack­ 
ing, I asked her hour the crusade came on. 
She - i :d: 
“T here is ten tim es the in­ 
terest in hygienic dress now w hich I found 
a year ago, especially in the W est.” 
Mrs. M iller has taken up her abode 
perm anently in New Y ork. 
She would be 
a pretty woman dressed anyhow ; clothed 
according to her particular how she is 
beautiful. 
W bile she sits you say to your­ 
self here is a woraan who is w e ll; when 
she walk you know she is buoyantly w ell; 
if she runs up stairs you do not even ask 
yourself why she does not stop, put her 
hand over her heart and palpitate. 


ORGANIZED. 
“ i* ’ you know.” Mrs. M iller began; 
“ th a t in a year or two we shall have In 
every ¡state in the I'nion a bpdv of women 
as compact and well organized as the W . 
C. T. Ü., w earing healthful clothing and 
preaching it to others? 
W omen are be­ 
ginning, of course separately, but they are 
beginning also in clubs. 
Dress clubs are 
forming all over the country. 
Before 
Christm as there will be, I hope, from 100 
to 150 of them . 
A lready Kansas has a 
dozen, M icbigan has*eight or ten, Califor­ 
nia has four, Colorado has two, W ashing­ 
ton T erritory has three or four, Indian­ 
apolis has one, and a great many others are 
w aiting for me to organize them . 
“ T he largest dress club, the one most 
thoroughly organized and the (irst in 
working order, is the Chicago club, w hich 
is only two or three m onths old, but has 
m ore than 200 members. 
I t has adopted 
a constitution and by-laws, annexed itself 
as an auxiliary to th e Chicago W oman’s 
Club, hired comfortable headquarters, and 
arranged for weekly meetings with a regu­ 
lar course of study in physical science. 
Every member pledges herself to wear 
only hygienic clothing; 
nothing in the 
nature of a uniform, you understand, but 
such garm ents as commend themselves to 
health, comfort and the understanding. To 
supply them selves and to convert others 
they will open salesrooms for reformed 
underwear, and a dressmaking establish­ 
m ent where women can order gowns. Some 
of the best-known women of Chicago are 
in the movement, and the energy of the 
club is astonishing. 
T he other clubs 
formed arc many of them social organiza­ 
tions simply, w ithout any aggressive plan 
of campaign, but the Chicago club w ill be 
a model for other cities. 
W hen we have 
300 sucL organizations carrying dress im ­ 
provement, into every-day life then sensible 
d rc " won’t look so chim erical.”

H er 
gowns gave the figure pliancy and slender­ 
ness by giving it liight, m aking it a full- 
length body, instead of, as somebody says, 
dressmakers commonly reckon,dealing with 
it as a bust on a pedestal. 
The absence of 
petticoats made the skirts fall rath er more 
closely, just enough to h in t th at a woman 
was human, though th e cut of the draper­ 
ies aud a knack in hanging them to the 
gown form below the waist line easily 
marie this difference as little noticeable as 
anyone chose. 
THE REFORM. 
“ W hat is your idea of the ultim ate 
dress of woman ? ’ I asked her. 
“ Cong, softly clinging skirts for even­ 
ing toilet. 
For active duties and for 
the street, a short skirt not coming be­ 
low the knees, witli short picturesque 
waist clothing. 
But this is a long way 
off. 
For the present it would be fool­ 
ish to advocate any change so radical. 
There is no use in shocking people, and 
for a beginning, so long as the essential 
principles of light weight, no petticoat, 
and the hanging of draperies from the 
shoulders are recognized, the best way is 
to concede a great «leal to fashion.”

DRESS IMPROVEMENT. 
“ Do you look for any great or sudden 
revolution ?” 
“ No; the hope of the im provem ent lies 
in the growing up of the younger women. 
W herever I go women meet me who say: 
‘ I have worn corsets almost from babyhood. 
1 could never take them offj but my little 
girls shall never put them on.’ 
The Ober- 
lin College girls wrote to me some little 
tim e ago asking if I would help them de­ 
sign a college gown which all the girl 
students could wear.” 
“How many women have actually adopt­ 
ed dress-reform clothing?” 
“If yon mean how many women are to­ 
day wearing divided skirts under their 
gowns and no petticoats, there are several 
thousands. 
Somebody said recently th at 
only tw enty women in the country wore 
leglettes. Now 1 have reason to know with 
certainty th at 5,000 do. 
It is no long 
tim e since the most richly dressed woman 
at a grand dinner, a woman whose point 
lace draperies were worth hundreds of dol­ 
lars, turne<l to me and whispered : ‘I am 
in a s’.ate of bliss, for the leglettes 1 have 
on thi- m inute are perfection. 
No more 
petticoats for me.’” 
“ W ill you tell me how you would dress 
a woman t> keep her or make her w ell?” 
“ I w eald have no bandage w hatever 
alniiil her waist. 
T he first garm ent she 
put cm - liould be th e prettiest knitted silk 
or gauziest gossamer combination suit she 
chose to «ion. Over this or next the skin, 
if she wore no flannels or substitutes for 
flannels in summer, should 
come the 
chcm ilette, which is chemise and drawers 
in one, and which can be high-necked or 
low-necked, ol cotton or silk, plain or em­ 
broidered, as any woman fancies.” 
And 
Mrs. M iller opened a bureau draw er and 
took out som ething in pale-blue surah, 
with fairy-like stitchings and e«lging of 
lace, filmy enough to make the lover of 
such like daintiness pine w ith envy. 


LEGLETTES. 
“Outside of this come the leglettes, 
which are substitutes for petticoats, and 
w hich are made plain, of silk or wool, for 
w inter. 
For summer the fuller Turkish 
leglettes, or divided skirts, of muslin or 
surah or silk pongee, look very much like 
petticoats when worn, but are lighter and 
give one so much more freedom of move­ 
m ent that in case of accident the legletted 
woman can extricate herself from danger 
much more quickly than she of the drag­ 
ging skirts.” 
More things in surah were 
shown exquisitely light, soft and cool. 
“ Then comes the gown. 
T hat must de­ 
pend from the shonlders and one gets the 
most artistic lines by hanging the draper­ 
ies on a princess gown form, but all the 
details are m atters of taste.

“ How much do your gowns weigh ? ” 
“ From one to five pounds. 
Only the 
w inter dresses and a very few of those reach 
the higher figure.” 
Mrs. M iller’s summer wardrobe, which 
represents some thousands of dollars, illus­ 
trates the results which a woman of art 
instincts can bring about when she studies 
the healthful and beautiful together. 
Not 
one of the gowns which were going to 
M aine w ith her confined or suggested any 
confinement of the figure, and not one of 
them but was more graceful than if it had. 
A dinner gown which abounded in long 
flowing curves th at would have pleased a 
H ogarth, was in a delightful combination 
of pale sea-foam silk and dark green vel­ 
vet. 
Opening in a narrow point showing 
a touch of the throat, the loose silk front 
fell to the feet.

This is a genuine m yth th at no 
doubt still exists in the central part of 
Connecticut.” 
A Massachusetts country girl told me of 
another case which she said she had never 
thought of doubting. 
A lady was long an­ 
noyed by the presence of a snake in her 
i stomach supposed to have been swallowed 
¡ while still very small, in drinking water. 
¡ .She finally decoyed from its quarters the 
, unwelcome occupant by boiling a large 
dish of milk, over which she bent until the 
snake came out to feed. 
Sim ilar myths 
■ are common in New England, New Bruns­ 
wick and Nova Scotia, in which eels or 
■ “ lizards” (newts) take the place of snakes. 
; In the “South End ” of Boston there lives 
¡ a man who is nick-named “Lizard” by the 
¡ street-boys, because it is currently reported 
th at lie for many years unw illingly enter­ 
, tained one of these batraehian parasites, 
i In every instance it is believed th at the 
i only relief possible is to coax forth the 
creature hy some tem pting dish of food or 
d rink.— Popular Science Monthly. 


A n O ld E n g lis h s to r y .

1 a problem of Euclid, his childish fetish­ 
. ism has blossomed into a sublime theol­ 
ogy. 
H is myths, which 
are like the 
dream ings of insanity, are remodeled to re­ 
semble legends of the lives of the saints, 
w ith a dash of the Arabian N ights. W ith 
' a language of but little more than n liun- 
| dred words he has become the author of 
sublime poems, dealing w ith the abstract 
j and complex. E ven'gentlemen of the Ma­ 
sonic fraternity have discovered tiiat he 
has anticipated the signs and secrets of. 
their Grder, 
H e is described as stoical, yet it is an 
every-day affair to see a full grown Indian 
buck sit down, lift up his voice and weep 
over the most trifling disappointment. 
H e is called taciturn and loving soli­ 
tude, and yet he will chatter like a mag­ 
pie; gossij; is his principal business in life, 
and he will ride for miles to be the first to 
tell any news; while there are not suffi­ 
cient indncments on this w hirling globe to 
influence him to live solitary for a single 
m onth. 
H e is supposed to be naturally brave and 
physically strong, but he is n o t; nor does 
he pretend even to him self to be either.- 
Forest and Stream.

There is scarcely a village in Eastern 
and Southern India th at does not jiossess 
its witch, to whom terrible powers are a t­ 
tributed by the 
popular mind. 
The 
witches, they say, can suck the blood of 
healthy children; and the anxious mother, 
directly she sees the witch approach, takes 
up her child and m utters some charm to 
save the dear one from being sucked to 
death. 
Of course, the best antidote to the 
occult influence of the dreaded hags is the 
gift of a few copper coins or some sort of 
alms. B ut there are other means employed 
to counteract their m alignity. They art- 
detected by salt being placed on their 
heads, w hich causes them to turn round 
and m utter incoherent syllables. 
¡Some­ 
times the trem bling m other spits on the 
head of her child, or gently bites his little 
finger, in order to render him witch-proof. 
No woman of the lower orders who lives 
in a village 


INFESTED BY A WITCH 
Would venture to leave her honse with 
her child until she had made herself ami 
h er child safe by putting a certain mark on 
his forehead. 
There are various modes of 
treatm ent for persons supposed to lie under 
the influence of a witch. 
The forehead of 
a child suffering from illness brought on 
by a w itch’s curse is sometimes marked 
w ith burnt turm eric. 
Often the mother, 
m uttering some spells, sprinkles water 
over her child and rubs its forehead over 
w ith burnt wicks of earthen lamps fed with 
m ustard oil. 
Sometimes branches of par­ 
ticular trees are waved over the patient, 
who is made to chew the leaves of plum 
trees. 
B ut should these simple remedies 
fail, as they often do, to produce any effect 
on the bewitched child, w hat would hap­ 
pen then to the poor sufferer ? 
There is 
no need to he in despair in this m atter; 
for, as the dock grows side by side with the 
nettle, so in India there lives close by the 
witch the sorcerer, the practitioner of the 
black art, who is always called in when 
the simple remedies fail. Like the witches, 
the sorcerers are believed to possess great 
occult powers; but, unlike the former, 
they often use th eir skill for beneficent 
purposes. 


THE COMMON SORCERERS 
In India are a people of very low caste, or 
no caste at all, belonging mainly to the 
aboriginal races who arc still outside the 
pale of 
llindooism . 
T heir treatm ent, 
though often violent, does not in modern 
times result in death, as it did in some 
authenticated cases which happened years 
ago. The sorcerer, taking his place in front 
of his patient, with flowers in his hand aud 
a lamp and incense burning before him, 
gives burnt turm eric and charm ed mustard 
seed to the bewitched person to smell, and 
dashes cold wa,ter w ith violence upon his 
face. 
Sometimes the treatm ent of the pa­ 
tient at the hands of a sorcerer vicariously 
tortures the witch. 
Thus it is said th at in 
one instance, upon the sorcerer squeezing 
the juice of a certain plant into the eyes 
of a bewitched child, the witch imme­ 
diately complained of pain in the eves, 
which she lost, and the child was cured. 


TH E MOST FORMIDABLE. 
By far the most formidable magic pow­ 
ers are, however, attributed to a class of 
B rahm ins, who are par excellence the pro­ 
fessors of the black art in India. 
The 
B rahm in sorcerers are versed in the prac­ 
tice of the spells and charms which, with 
the accompanying rites, are described in 
the Sanskrit books, called tantras. 
The 
keynote of these is struck in a well-known 
couplet, which, done into English, runs 
th u s: 
“ The whole world is in the power 
of the gods, and the gods are in th e power 
of m agic; magic is in the power of the 
Brahmins, and therefore the B rahm in is 
him self the god.” 
It must not be forgot­ 
ten, however, th a t in spite of this oracular 
deliverance, and the systematization of the 
magical spells and charms in several San­ 
skrit treatises and their commentaries, the 
Brahm ins themselves acquired the black 
art from the wild aboriginal races of India. 
Ol the six modes in which the B rahm in 
sorcerer can influence his neighbors, four 
are m alignant, one is doubtful, and one 
only is beneficial. 


THE FOUR MALIGNANT OPERATIONS 
Are the causing of death, the destruction 
of property or mental capacity, the stop­ 
page ol physical or m ental action, and the 
causing of feuds between friends. 
The art 
of bringing an individual completely wil­ 
der the control of the expert is the neu­ 
tral operation. 
The only branch of w hite 
magic disen sed is the power of relieving 
a sufferer from disease or the hostile in­ 
fluences of the stars and other heavenly 
bodies. A severe and prolonged probation 
must be undergone before a man is consid­ 
ered competent to commence the practice 
of the magical art. 
H e must go through 
a course of recitation of cabalistic words, 
consisting of unintelligible Sanskrit roots, 
and of repetition of the name of the 
D eity to be conquered about a million 
times. 
Special hours are assigned for the 
performance, special postures of the body, 
special diet, and a specially appointed 
space,-beyond which the probationer is not 
allowed to go until the process of initia­ 
tion is finished. 
Of course all this has 
to be accompanied with handsome offer­ 
ings to the deities and the Brahmins, and 
substantial feasts to the latter. 
Of the six 
magical arts, the one most frequently prac­ 
ticed in India in modern times is that of 
the neutral “subjugation.” 
Certain ingre­ 
dients are prescribed for this ojieration. A 
small piece of the frontal bone of a man, 
the fruit of the poisonous plant dhatura, 
camphor and honey are to lie taken in 
proper proportions and well mixed to­ 
gether, and the forehead is to be painted 
with the compounil before the wearer may 
bring under his influence and control the 
mind of any person whom he fears or 
loves. 
OTHER NOSTRUMS, 
Sim ilar to the ingredients in the witches’ 
cauldron in “ M acbeth,” increasing in com­ 
plexity and gruesomeness as the higher 
departm ents of the black art are reached, 
are to be found in the Sanskrit treatises. 
Now to give some examples of the prac­ 
tice of the dreaded art in India of the 
present day : A few days ago the father 
of a Government official in the neighbor­ 
hood of C alcutta suffeied from m alignant 
fever, which increased so rapidly th at he 
suspected the evil influence of some of the 
inm ates of his family. 
H e therefore sent 
for an exorcist, who, on arriving, told the 
sufferer th at the culprit was a young man, 
living at the tim e in his house, and under 
great obligations to him. 
T he patient, 
greatly astonished to hear of such base 
ingratitude, at first declined to believe the 
accusation. 
T he youth, however, at once 
confessed his guilt, stating th at he had at 
one tim e 
learned certain 
incantations 
which, when called to mind in the sight of 
any one suffering from illness, would in­ 
fallibly aggravate it. 
The efficacy of these 
spells was, however, by the advice of the 
sorcerer, destroyed by their being whis­ 
pered into the ears of a goat, ami no ob­ 
stacle then rem ained to the patient’s re­ 
covery. 
The jealousy of rival practi­ 
tioners sometimes leads to tragical results, 
as the next illustration will show. 
A man 
who had studied the black art at Ivam- 
roop, in Assam, w ith the most celebrated 
performers, witnessed a performance by a 


FAMOUS SORCERER 
At another place some years ago, anil, 
after it was over, he m uttered rertain 
charm s through which his rival lost his 
way on leaving the house, fell down and 
vomited blood. 
B ut the occult (towers of 
the latter enabled him to detect his op 
ponent, and he determ ined to revenge 
himself. 
A few days afterward h is enemy 
was entering a tem ple with some cobras 
around his neck, which he had caught in 
th e jungle and charmed into quiescence. 
The sorcerer destroyed by incantations the 
influence of the charms, and the cobras bit 
his enemy, th e Kam roop magician, fatally. 


\ ery recently the water in a certain pond 
belonging to a zemindar of high standing 
and wealth having run low, a staff-of cool­ 
ies under an overseer were employed to 
draw water into it from an adjacent tank. 
But, notw ithstanding the use of the usual 
hydraulic apparatus and great exeTtions of 
the men, the water would not rise beyond 
the root of a certain tree on the bank. 
I urtlier efforts were made w ithout suc­ 
cess. 
T he contractor refused to continue 
the work, as he suspected sorcerv. 
In ­ 
duced to resume it, he shortly afterward 
lost his wife and one of his sons through 
fever. 
Finally he was him self seized w ith 
fever, and lie dream t th a t a B rahm in 
ghost was living under the tree, and that 
itw asag ain s; the ghost’s wishes th a t the 
water should rise beyond the root of the 
tree. 
The zemindar, on being informed 
ot these facts, at once stopped the work. 
These w ell-authenticated stories will in ­ 
dicate th e extent to which even educated 
persons in India are affected at this day 
by th e dread of th e black art. 


T h e P a n a m a C anal a s I t 19. 
Among all classes, and especially among 
the foremen and laborers of the canal line, 
there is a lack of faith and confidence, and 
there is no such abundance of money 011 
the 'isthm us as there used to lie. 
The un­ 
avoidable impressions gained from four 
days spent in watching the work are of 
non-effectiveness, and that, in spite of the 
immense am ount of costly machinery and 
plant which have lieen sent to the isthmus, 
the work is being done hy hand labor. 
Most of the excavating and dum ping 
plant is badly deteriorated, and, shonld the 
work continue a year longer, nearly if not 
quite all of it will have to be replaced. 
As a result of the method of letting 
work in each section to many different 
o n tracto rs w ithout (apparently) restric­ 
tion as to dum ping-ground, instead of let­ 
ting an entire section to full depth and 
width to one party on carefully digested 
studies cf where every yard of earth 
should he deposited, fully 90 per cent, of 
all m aterial excavated is handled twice 
and three times. 
There has been some work at Culebra 
since 1885, but, in comparison w ith the 
total to be done, the new cuts are like the 
furrows in a plowed field. 
Looking down 
from the higlrih of Culebra into the peaee- 
ful valley of the R io G rande far below, 
w ith only a narrow drainage ditch it; the 
center and a few isolated patches of fresh 
earth here and there—everything else 
having beeu already reclaimed hy the 
ever-encroaching tropical vegetation—the 
colossal grandeur of the assertion that the 
canal will be opened in 1890 becomes op­ 
pressive. 
There is a great deal of sickness on the 
Isthmus. 
One foreman at Culebra re­ 
cently said that ai his hotel a man died 
the previous forenoon, another in the 
afternoon, a third early th at morning, and 
th at two more would probably die during 
the day. 
M. Jabquier, the company’s Di- 
rector-Oeueral, had fever early in the sum­ 
mer and left tor France when convales­ 
cent. 
M. A ntoine Vannean, his successor, 
died on Ju n e 27th. 
M. Beuneval, the di­ 
rector of the works at I. i Boca, near P an­ 
ama, died in the early («art of Ju ly . 
The 
Star anil Heridd of Panam a announces the 
death of M. Pierre Aubert, superintendent 
of work at Lock No. 5 in the Emperador 
section.— Engineering News.

THE SURPLUS SCARE. 


We print elsewhere a statement made 
public by the hanking house of Harvey 
fisk <!ic Sous, New Y ork, a firm than which 
no other is better informed concerning the 
finances of the nation, since it has for years 
had u large business with the Government 
in the disposal and redemption of bonds. 
It will be seen that the statement com­ 
pletely disposes of the surplus cry and 
dissipates utterly the fears that the Demo­ 
cratic administration has so industriously 
fostered—for political purposes—that we 
are pilling up an immense amount of 
treasure for which we have no uses, and 
that it represents hard earnings of the 
people wrung from them by taxation that 
is unnecessary. 
11 will be remembered by our readers 
that the President not only did not obey 
the order of Congress and apply the sur­ 
plus money in the treasury to the pur­ 
chase of bonds, but claimed that the au­ 
thority to do so had expired, whereupon 
Congress, hut recently, by resolution iuter- 
preted the law for his benefit and declared 
that it remained in force and ought to he 
executed. Since that time, as will he seen 
by the showing of Fisk & Sons, there have 
been redemptions in large amounts, which 
should have been made long prior. 
It 
needs no special financial intelligence to 
fathom the purpose of the neglect to obey 
the law. So long as the treasure could lie 
kept in the national vaults, the hollow 
political cry of “a surplus” could be kept 
up, to fortify the demand for a reformation 
of the tariff revenue system according to 
the Ifomocratic plan, and thus give mo­ 
mentum to the candidacy of the head of 
the Democratic ticket. 
According to the Fisk exposition of the 
state of the Treasury the July rc[>ort of 
the Treasurer of the United States showed 
the surplus to be, including fractional sil­ 
ver coin, $132,517,751 55. 
In addition he 
had on hand on the 31st of July last other 
sums held for specific purposes amounting 
to $249,412,985 21, or a total of $732,775,­ 
527 76. Against this sum had been is­ 
sued gold, silver and legal tender certifi­ 
cates amounting to $350,8-14,791. 
This 
taken from the aggregate given would 
leave $381,930,736 76. 
From this must, 
of course, be taken the sums dedicated to 
specific uses, such as meeting accrued in­ 
terest on bonds, live greenback reserve of 
$100,(>00 000, redemption of notes of col­ 
lapsed National Bunks, etc., etc., and 
amounting, as stated, to over $249,000,000- 
The remainder represents the exact sur­ 
plus, or the figures first given—$132,517,­ 
751 55. 
Such is the showing of the Treasurer of 
the United States, and it is this exhibit 
that the Messrs. Fisk analyze and criticise. 
They show that on the date the exhibit 
was made the Government had outstand­ 
ing over $1,014,000,000 of interest-bearing 
debt, on over one thousand million of which 
we are paying interest at from four to six 
per cent, per annum. 
Why, then, is the 
natural inquiry, should we have a surplus 
over and above the specific funds devoted 
for specific punjoses, as stated? 
Under 
the law the Secretary of the Treasury has 
ample power to bey in these interest-bear­ 
ing evidences of the indebtedness of the 
nation, and thus stop the interest leak. 
It 
is with natioD&l finances much as with the 
private purse, that the rental one pays for 
the debt is the chief obstacle to the re­ 
moval of the debt itself. Certainly having 
hcen by Congress specifically authorized, 
and in a manner to make it practically a 
mandate, to buy in these 1 Kinds to the ex­ 
tent of the surplus, what possible reason 
could the Administration give for failure 
to do so? 
It gave no reason worthy the name; it 
simply replied last spring, when arraigned 
for its negligence, that the authority re­ 
ferred to was not continuing. Congress 
taking a different view, declared 
the 
power of the Treasury to diminish the 
national libiüty to the extent of the sur­ 
plus still existed. 
Wheieupon, unable to 
make excuse ‘>r any further negligence, 
the Secreta • a April last began to apply 
the surplus io reduction of the accumu­ 
lating interest. 
Since that date he has 
up to August 21st purchased with the 
■“ surplus" 
$33,601,150 fours and four- 
aud-a-half:. This has effected a saving to 
the people of interest payments in excess 
ot $12,(00,bOO 
even after making full 
allow..no- or ail premiums paid to induce 
surrender. 
The Me s- 
Fisk a*ert that with the 
surpiu-s n. w a hand the Treasury Depart­ 
ment can save, if so disposed, $40,000,000 
more of interest payments, and thus re­ 
move the menace of the so-called “ great 


der the power of a Congressional resolu­ 
tion the Secretary of the Treasury has in 
four months saved to the people $12,000,­ 
000 on purchases; bonds are to be had 
and it is possible to make still greater 
saving by reducing the interest-bearing 
debt. 
The 4 per cent bonds have yet nineteen 
years to run. 
On these 2 per cent, per an­ 
num, say the Fisks, can be saved to the 
people, which would be equal to 38 per 
cent. They allege that millions of these 
bonds can be purchased at and under 130 
(at maturity they would be worth 175), or 
$1,300 for each $1,000 bond. 
Of the 
four and a half, to save two per cent, 
they would have to be purchased at not to 
exceed 108ó, but as they have but a short 
time to run it is improbable that more 
than 5 per cent, gross can be saved upon 
them. Of Government “ sixes,” not yet 
listed for Government purchase, fair quan­ 
tities can be had so as to net the Govern­ 
ment over 2} per cent, saving for each year 
they have to run. 
The Fisks, in view of the facts, declare, 
as large dealers in Government bonds, that 
the Government can without difficulty in­ 
vest the whole much-talked-of surplus of 
$132,000,000 so as to save on the average 
two per cent, for each year the bonds have 
to run, “ which is two j>er cent. j>er annum 
better than the Government is getting on 
its large balances lying in the Treasury 
and National banks drawing no interest.” 
In short, their plan is to get rid of the evils 
of a surplus by not having any. 
But in 
advancing this very practical idea, the 
Fisks forget that their scheme, which ad­ 
dresses itself to the reason so strongly, 
would knock the underpiniug from be­ 
neath Mr. Cleveland’s Presidential boom. 
This sort of political suicide no oue can 
expect him to commit—it is not in har­ 
mony with human nature, to look for any 
such disinterestedness.

“ The significance of this,” says 
Mr. Day, “ is seen in the increase in pro­ 
duction of the fuels necessary for reducing 
these metals and preparing them for use. 
All of these fuels, including natural gas, 
show a marked increase.” 
H e adds: 
“ It 
is not probable that the great total re­ 
corded for 1887 will be equaled in the 
present year, 1888.”

OUR MINERAL RESOURCES. 


Chief of the Government Division of 
Mining Statistics, David T. Day, has sub­ 
mitted his report of the mineral resources 
of the United States for 1887. 
It is a 
document of more than general value to 
the Pacific coast, but of interest to the en­ 
tire country. 
From it we learn that the United States 
consumed in 1887, 1,300,000 tons more of 
domestic iron than in the preceding yeai, 
a value of $5,900,000. 
This was scarcely 
expected, notwithstanding the great ad­ 
vance in industries consuming iron. 
We 
imported, it appears, some 1,194,301 Ion 
tons of iron. Of pig iron the increase was 
733,819 tons, the increase in steel 776,569 
tons. 
The gold yield fell off $19,000,000 from 
1886, and it cannot be said that it was 
unexpected. 
Our 
total 
product 
was 
$33,100,000. 
But the silver increase was 
from $51,000,000 in 1886 to $53,441,300 in 
1887. 
We gained 14 per cent, in copper 
consumption in the year, and 42,641 short 
tons of zinc with a price increase of 4] 
cents 
per 
pound. 
Lead 
productions 
greatly increased, the product being 160,­ 
700 short tons at $90 per ton, or $14,­ 
463,000. The heavy increase of “ desil­ 
verized” lead from 114,829 shoit tons in 
1886 to 135,552 in 1887 was probably due 
to the importation of Mexican lead silver 
ores. The large product of non-argentif- 
erous lead, 25,148 short tons, is due chiefly 
to the development of the Saint Joe dis­ 
trict in Missouri. The production of white 
lead and the several oxides fr. m pig le. d 
increased to a total of about 75,000 short 
tons. 
Quicksilver production ami value in­ 
creased from 29,981 flasks, valued at $1,­ 
000.000, to 33,825 flasks, valued at $1,429,­ 
000. and, except 65 flasks from < Iregon, the 
total supply came from California. All 
the antimony produced camo from our 
own State, and was 75 tons, valí. 1 at $15,­ 
000. 
This is an increase from 35 tons in 
1886, valued at $7,000. 
The production 
of aluminum bronze containing 10 per 
cent, of aluminum increased to 144,764 
pounds in 1887, valued at $57,905. Other 
alloys, principally of iron and aluminum, 
amounted to 42,617 pounds, worth $17,000. 
(•1 coal, the total production of all 
kinds in 1887 was 123,965,255 short tons, 
an increase over 1886 of 1G,283,046 tons, 
valued at the mines at 3173,530,996, an 
increase of $26,418,241. 
This may he di­ 
vided into Pennsylvania anthracite, 39,­ 
506,255 short tons, increase 2,809,780 short 
ton-, or 35,273,442 long tons, increase 2,­ 
508,732 long tons, valued al $79,365,244, 
increase $7,807,118; all other coals, includ­ 
ing bituminous, brown coal, lignite, small 
lots of anthracite produced in Colorado 
and Arkansas, and 6,000 tons of graphitic 
coal mined in Khode Island, amounting in 
the aggregate to 84,459,000 short tons, in­ 
crease 13,473,266 tons, valued at $94,­ 
165,752, 
increase 
$18,611,123. 
The 
colliery 
consumption 
at 
the 
indi' 
vidual 
mines 
varies 
from 
nothing 
to 8 per cent, of the total output of the 
mines, being greatest at special Pennsylva­ 
nia anthracite mines and lowest at those 
bituminous mines where the coal bed lies 
nearly horizontal, and where no steam 
power or ventilating furnaces are used. 
The averages lor the different States are 
given as varying from 2.1 to 6.7 per cent., 
the minimum average being in the Penn­ 
sylvania bituminous and the maximum 
iveruge being in the Pennsylvania anthra­ 
cite region. 
The total output of the mines 
—including colliery consumption—was : 
Pennsylvania anthracite, 37,578,747 long 
ions, increase over 1886 2,725,670 long 
tuns, or 42,088,197 short toas—increase, 
3,052,751 short tons ; all other coals, 87,­ 
837,360 short tons, increase 14,129,403 
tons—making the total output of all coals 
from mines in the United States, exclusive 
of slack coal thrown on the dumps, 129,­ 
925,557 short tons—increase, 17,1S2,154 
tons, valued as follows : 
Anthracite, $84,­ 
552,181, increase $8,433,061 ; bituminous, 
$97,939,656, increase $19,458,600 ; total 
value, $182,491,837—increase, $27,891,661. 
The.-e figures show a notable increase in 
1887 over 18S6 in the aggregate output 
and value of both anthracite and bitumin­ 
ous coal. 
There was but very slight increase in 
the petroleum yield over 1886, while the 
price fell of!' 11J cents per barrel in the 
average, showing that the declination of 
production was due to overproduction. 
An interesting item and a new one in 
statistics is that of natural gas. 
Mr. Day 
shows that it was in 1887 equivalent to 
9,055.000 short tons of coal displaced. 
This, at an average value of $1 50 a ton, 
would make the value of coal displaced In­ 
natural gas (which is the measure of the 
value of the gas), $13,582,500. 
In 1886 
the corresponding quantity was 6,353,000 
tons, worth $9,847,150. 
There was a marked increase in the pro­ 
duction of building stone, firick, tiles, ce­ 
ment, salt (but the value of salt has de­ 
clined, being less in 1887 than in 1884)j 
borax (all from California and Nevada, and 
the total value being $550,000), barytes

one aere of land was ever thus devoted by 
Congress under Democratic control. The 
Republican party 
has nothing to be 
ashamed of in this respect. 
Every acre it 
has given has twice and thrice over been 
paid for in benefits to the Government in­ 
estimable and innumerable; every acre 
thus devoted was a factor in developing 
the territory of the nation with unexam­ 
pled rapiiditv; every acre given in aid 
of the construction of the pioneer transcon­ 
tinental railroads was an additional bond 
linking the Pacific coast and the great 
cluster of States beyond the Rocky Mount­ 
ains. Such donations were death-blows to 
an unholy rebellion pirosecuted from the 
heart of the Democratic piarty. 
It ill becomes any sincere friend of the 
Democratic party to refer to the home­ 
stead laws, that have given more than a 
half million of the people agricultural 
homes, and have been chief factors in the 
settlement and development of the States 
and Territories of the West, adding vast 
wealth to the nation, pieopiling the plains 
and hills with a sturdy and industrious 
class, and laying the foundations for rich 
and populous States. No measure respect­ 
ing the public lands has been ladened with 
such blessings to the poor man as the 
homestead laws, against which the Demo­ 
cratic wing of Congress always and uni­ 
formly cast its solid strength and its every 
vote. The homestead law became effective 
January, 1863, and since then under it 
93,000,000 acres of laud have been occu­ 
pied under it—an area larger than all]New 
England, New York and Ohio. In 1859 
the idea of free homesteads took definite 
form in the House, and every negative vote 
vas Democratic. 
In 1S60-61 it re-appeared 
in a well-digested biil, and again every role 
against it uas Democratic and every Repub­ 
lican Representative voted for it. 
The bill 
finally passed both houses, and James 
Buchanan, a Democratic President, on the 
last day of his term vetoed it. 
It was one 
of the acts of the Democracy that helped 
bury the party beneath the indignation of 
freemen for twenty-three years. 
In 1860 
the bill to give waste lands in aid of agri­ 
cultural colleges had been brought for­ 
ward, and true to its animosity to free soil 
and broad 
education, the 
Democracy, 
through its President, killed it with a 
veto. 
Not until Abraham Lincoln, the 
first uf Repiubliean Presidents was be­ 
stowed upon the nation in the hour of its 
greatest need, did any homestead bill be­ 
come a law. 
It is ill-timed for a Democratic advocate 
to raise the question of homestead laws 
ind railroad grants. 
The disposition of 
the lands in aid of the transcontinental 
roads and of homestead settlements en­ 
hanced doubly the value of all remain­ 
ing Government lands and made a market 
for them not before possible. 
It conferred 
blessings upon a half million and more of 
people who otherwise would, in all probabil­ 
ity, have never become possessed of a 
home. 
It laid the foundation of the Union 
broader and deeper. 
It made accessible a 
va-t region theretofore ventured into only 
at great pieril. 
It provided military and 
posts roads of utmost importance; it brought 
into close communication widely sepiarated 
regions of the country, and put the most 
distant producer at the very doors of all 
the markets of the continent. 
It rendered 
easy that exchange of piroducts which lies 
at the base of true commerce. 
It dotted J 
the great plains with villages, towns and i 
cities, and converted deserts into gardens, j 
It made these granted lands more than re­ 
pay the Government their value, by nn- j 
precedented development of the waste 
pilaces of the continent. 
It advanced the j 
future of the nation, by half a century, ! 
upion the path of progress and upbuilding. | 
It was wise action, true statesmanship and 1 
patriotic prescience. 
The distinguished Democrat who writes 
in the Forum may dwell at such length as 
contents him, upxm the progress of the 
Democracy in restoring unearned land 
grants to the piuhlic domain—which with­

China has not manifested any disposition 
to break with the Australian colonies of 
Great Britain, or the latter, though the 
former rigidly put up the bars against the 
landing of any subjects of the Emperor, 
except such as come upon diplomatic 
missions. Senator Mitchell comes near­ 
est to the mark when he declares that 
this whole vexing Chinese question can 
lie 
easily and 
speedily settled by a 
policy of exclusion. 
W hat is needed 
is more executive backbone, in which 
requisite Mr. Cleveland proved his lack 
when he asked if it was not possible 
to Christianize the Chinese and 
make 
good citizens of them.

With reference to a statement published 
in a morning paper that Timothy Hopk ns 
was to be reduced from the rank and title 
of Treasurer of the Southern Pacific O m- 
pany and given an inferior office, that gen­ 
tleman stated yesterday that he could not 
imagine how such a false report got abroad. 
He said with firmness and emphasis that 
he was still a Director in all the corpora­ 
tion under the control of the Southern Pa­ 
cific Company, and that he had no fear that 
the office of Treasurer would be taken from 
him. He knew that no change with re­ 
spect to his posiiion had been contemplated 
by the high officials of the company. He 
represented the interests of his mother in 
the company’s property together with those 
of Messrs. Stillman and Hubbard. He de­ 
clined to state what the interests of those 
gentlemen consisted of, intimating in a 
joking way that it was nobody’s business us 
long as their associates were satisfied. 
To all of the reported inquiries regarding 
the financial affaits of the company over 
which he presides, he made most courteous 
answers, and was perfectly willing that a 
statement of his operations should be given 
for publication. He did not have the sum­ 
mary of the figures at hand, however, and 
asked General ManagerTowne to give them 
to the reporter. 
Mr. Towne said that a statement of the 
great increase of earnings of the company 
during the past few months would show, 
as well as anything could, the condition ot 
the property and the manner in which it 
was being managed. He produced figures 
which showed that the Southern Pacific 
Company earned for the first six months of 
the present year, in round numbers, $22,­ 
309,000, as against $16,371,000 for the cor­ 
responding period of last year, an increase 
of 42 per cent. 
“ The Pacific system alone.” said the 
General Manager, “earned above 33 per 
cent, greater earnings for the first six 
months of this year than for the same 
pc-riod in 1887. In fact, that system earned 
during the tiist six months of 1888 within 
$1,750,000 of as much as was earned by the 
emire Southern Pacific Company for the 
same period last year. 
The Pennslyvania 
Railway showed the largest earnings of am, 
road in the United States for 1887, or $49,"- 
845,000. Every indication shows that the 
Southern Pacific Company will this year 
run within $5,000,000 of as much as the 
above figures.” 
Speaking of the freight tonnage of the 
company for the first six months of the 
present year. Mr. Towne remarked that 
there was an increase in through tonnage 
on the Pacific system for that period of 63 
p ;r cent, over that of the corresponding 
period of 1887 ; of local tonnage more than 
26 per cent.; of through passengers 48 per 
cent., and of local passengers 23 per cent. 
From a high official source it was ascer­ 
tained bv the reporter that the company 
has r.o intention whatever, despite the re 
cently published reports to that effect, to 
reduce Treasurer Hopkins to a lower rank 
than that which he now occupies. 
Messrs. Stillman and Hubbard have filed 
with the County Recorder the power of 
attorney by which Mrs. Hopkins-Searles 
gave them the authority to manage her 
affairs in connection with the Southern 
Pacific Company. 
In an interview yesterday Mr. Hubbard 
is quoted as saying : "Ii is quite true that 
we have made a report to Mrs. Searles, and 
she is satisfied w ith the way that things 
are going on out here. It is not true that 
Timothy Ilonkir.s is going >o be deposed 
from the po-Pion of Treasurer. He is to 
retain that position, and perhaps get others. 
Mrs. tiearles empowered m eto place him 
as Director for any of the companies in 
which ‘■h» is interested, if I saw fit.” 
Mr. Stillman left for New York yester­ 
day. 
The publications regarding the mission 
of Mrs. Searles’ lawyers to this coast were 
the topic of the day among the officers and 
employes of the railroad 
company at 
Fourth and Townsend streets yesterday. 
What has been printed about the shortness 
of the company’s funds, and its inability 
to pay salaries, was laughed at. as were 
other statements made during the past two 
days. 
A prominent official of the company said 
that the telegraphing abroad of the rumors 
of the company’s financial condition would 
have no effect whatever on the market 
value of its securities. In New York, 
where considerable of the stock is held, 
such a tissue of misstatements would not 
be believed for an instant except by those 
who knew nothing of the true condition of 
affairs —.8. E. Chronicle.

THE FIRST UMBRELLA. 


Courage N ecessary a C entury and a Half 
Ago to C arry an U m brella. 
_ It is recorded that Jonas Hamvay, born 
in 1712 (the founder of the Magdalen 
Hospital, a noted philanthropist and trav­ 
eler), was the first man who had the cour­ 
age to walk through London town in the 
rain carrying an umbrella for his own use. 
Imagine the strength of mind required to 
walk down Pall Mall for the first time 
thus distinguished among the jeering 
crowds! 
He had recently returned from Persia, 
where he had acquired this luxurious 
habit, and was, moreover, in delicate 
health, which was considered somewhat of 
a fair excuse for this efleminate practice. 
As umbrellas were already in vogue in 
France, the London mob pointed their 
jests by mockingly calling him “a mincing 
Frenchm an!” 
It must have been about A. D. 1760 that 
he first ventured on this step, persevering 
therein till the day of his death in 1786, 
by which time the fashion he had thus set 
was very generally adopted. P.ut fashion 
traveled slow in those days, and it was not 
till 1780 that a surgeon of the name of 
Jameson ventured to use an umbrella in 
Glasgow, while Dr.Spens was the first per­ 
son who, about the same period, found 
courage to use one in Edinburgh. 
Hence 
it appears that the umbrella as a British 
institution is a mushroom of only one cen­ 
tury’s growth. 
In the autobiography of a certain Mr. 
Macdonald, he tells us that in 1778 he 
brought from Spain a fine silk umbrella, 
hut could not use it with any comfort, as 
the people shouted to him, “ Frenchm an! 
why don’t you get a coach ? ” 
About this time, however, it became cus­ 
tomary to keep an umbrella for hire in 
village taverns and in church vestries; 
nevertheless, that the man who ventured 
to avail himself of this luxury was subject 
to much ridicule, is clearly proved by an 
advertisement in the To tier, stating that 
“the young gentleman belonging to the 
Custom-house, who in fear of rain bor- 
lowed the umbrella from W ilk’s Coffee­ 
house, shall next time be welcome to ^the 
maid’s pattens!” 
These early 
English umbrellas were 
heavy, cumbersome articles covered with 
oiled silk or leather. 
Some ingenious per­ 
son covered theirs with feathers, on the 
principle of “water off a duck's hack.” 
But only wealthy families possessed one of 
their own, which was hung in the hall, 
ready to he held over the ladies while en­ 
tering their carriages in heavv rain. They 
were expensive luxuries for rich grandees. 
Even when they began to be more gen­ 
erally used, the majority, for many years, 
were imported from foreign lands; those 
for ordinary use were brought from France 
and Spain, while India supplied more gor­ 
geous ones of costly stuffs and richly em­ 
broidered.— English Illustrated Magazine.

Tlie T uning-Fork in E ar Affections. 
Dr. O. D. Pomeroy, of New York, in a 
pajier read Itefore the Medical Society of 
the State of New York at its last annual 
meeting, discussed the use of the tuning- 
fork in the differential diagnosis of ear 
affections. 
The fork which he employs is 
of large size, being eight inches in length. 
I t has thick prongs, and gives a strong vi­ 
bration. 
Its pitch is A of the middle 
tenor register, and it vibrates something 
over four hundred to the second. H e finds 
th at the absolute or total hone-conduction, 
with the fork placed on the mastoid of a 
closed norm; 1 ear, is as great as can be 
found in any case of middle-ear disease, 
and greater than when disease of the laby­ 
rinth is present. 
There are several diffi­ 
culties in th e way of obtaining a reliable 
test for bone-conduction. One is the ina­ 
bility of many patients to distinguish be­ 
tween vibrations which are felt and those 
which are heard. 
Any part of the bod" 
susceptible of vibrating in unison w ith a 
tuning-fork of a given pitch will feel the 
vibration w ithout having heard it. 
Few 
people who have heard a pipe-organ will 
fail to remember, that, when some of the 
lower notes are sounded, a rum bling or a 
jarrin g sensation in some part of the body 
is exj>erienced, which, of course, is not a 


m atter of acoustic irritation, hut one of 
general sensation. In one case of a patient 
who had sutiered from meningitis, which 
left her totally deaf, when the tuning-fork 
was applied to the elbow she insisted that 
she heard it distinctly. Dr. Pomeroy gives 
the following summary as the result of his 
study of the subject: ’’ I conclude th at the 
greatest amount of Itone-conduction pro­ 
ceeds from a norm al ear closed, and th at 
the principal diagnostic sign of labyrin­ 
thine disease appears in weakened hone- 
conduction ; th at the apparent increase of 
bone-conduction in middle-ear disease will 
disappeai when the test is made witli the 
ear (in those cases called ‘m ixed’ the bone- 
conduction will be found weakened when 
the test is made with the ear closed, 
although with both ears open the affected 
one may have better bone-conduction than 
its fellow ); that, so far, it seems th a t the 
good or bad condition of the middle-ear 
mechanism has little influence or hone- 
conduction ; th at the occasional phenome­ 
non of interm ittent hone-conduction can 
not be satisfactorily explained; th at cases 
of pure labyrinthine disease cannot always 
he distinguished from those of middle-ear 
affections 
with secondary 
labyrinthine 
changes by the tuning-fork, and th a t the 
history of the cases must m aterially aid us 
in the distinction; th at the phenomenon 
of secondary labvrinthe changes in middle- 
ear diseases is easily explainable; that 
there are numerous exceptions to th e rules 
for finding the best points on the head for 
eliciting bone-conduction; th at the boue- 
conduction is rarely or never of less than 
its proper ratio to aerial conduction.”

But the paradise of the cockroach is a 
ship. 
It is in the depths of the ship’s 
hold, where he may hide among the cargo 
undisturbed and fc-ed on all rank things, 
th at he Ls in his glory.

was altered to 
“ H e shall be thy fool.” 
(Naer.) 
Many copies of the hook got into 
circulation before th e substitution of the 
one word for the other was discovered, for 
in black letter H err and N arr much re­ 
semble each other. 
It is said that the 
practical joke cost the unfortunate woman 
her life, she liavitur been condemned to 
the stake by the ecclesiastical authorities. 
During the latter part of the last cen­ 
tury an awkward mistake occurred in this 
country in printing the Bible. 
In this 
edition the word “ not ” was om itted in the 
seventh commandment. 
F or this piece of 
carelessness the then Archbishop of Can­ 
terbury imposed a heavy penalty. 
The 
edition, so far as practicable, w.as called in 
and destroyed, and a fine of $20,000 was 
inflicted upon the painters. 
T he Roman Catholic Missal issued in 
F'rance was once the subject of a ludicrous 
blunder. 
By the accidental substitution of 
a u for an a the word “ calotte ” (an eccle­ 
siastical cap or m itre) was printed “ cu- 
lotte ” (breeches). 
The error occurred in

The Chinese Ih b y Ibiy's Pat-tt*7, 
No sooner is a Chinese baby hoy horn 
into the world than his father proceeds to 
write down eight characters or words, each 
set of two representing the exact hour, 
day, month and year of his birth.

are handed by the father to a fortune-tel­ 
ler, whose business it is to draw up from 
them a certain hook of fate, generally 
spoken of as the lioy’s pat-tsz, or “ eight 
characters,” 
H erein the fortune teller de­ 
scribes the good and evil which the boy is 
likely to meet w ith in after life, and the 
means to he adopted in order to secure the 
one and avert the other. 
In order to understand som ething of the 
value of this document, we must glance at 
the Chinese method of reckoning time. 
There are only twelve Chinese hours to 
our twenty-four. 
Beginning w ith l i p . m. 
to 1 a. s l, which is their first hour, the 
names are rat, ox, tiger, rabbit, dragon, 
snake, hor.-c, sheep, monkey, cock, dog and 
[iig. 
As everybody is supposed to partake 
more or less of the nature of the anim al 
at whose hour he was horn, it appears that, 
e. g., it would never do to send a rabbit 
hoy to the school of a tiger schoolmaster. 
Hence the necessity of consulting the pat- 
tsz of both [parties liefore entering upon 
any kind of an agreement. I t is a fact th at 
it is thus referred to on every im portant 
occasion.— The Quirer.

In doing up sateens ilo not 
starch. 
Windows may be kept looking nice by 
washing in borax water. 
In washing black cloth, beef’s gall in 
the water helps to set and renovate the 
color. 
Many persons perfer almond meal or 
oatmeal to soap for washing face and 
hands. 
When whitewashing your celler add an 
ounce of carbolic acid to eacii gallon of 
wash before applying. 
Rub your lamp chimneys after washing 
with dry salt, and you will he surprised at 
the new brilliance of your lights. 
To clean ornaments of alabaster dis­ 
solve borax in boiling water and apply 
with a cloth or soft brush, rinse carefully 
and dry in the sun. 
Windows should be washed with warm 
water, using soap only when it is neces­ 
sary, then dried with linen and polished 
with chamois. 
To entirely remove paint from wood, 
apply a thick coat of two parts freshly- 
slacked lime and one part of sal soda, 
mixed thick. 
After twenty-four hour- 
wash off. 
Twenty drops of carbolic acid evapo­ 
rated from a hot shovel will go far to 
banish flies from a room, while a bit of 
camphor gum, the size of a walnut, held 
over a lamp till it is consumed, will do the 
same for the festive mosquito. 
Pongee silk must be washed in tepid 
lather; soap must never touch it, as it 
makes it harsh; hung to drain without 
wringing after being well rinsed, then 
folded while very damp, rolled in a cloth 
and ironed after twelve hours. 
Chloride of lime is an infallible prevent­ 
ive for rats, xs they flee from its odor as 
from a pestilence. It should be thrown 
down their holes and spread about where- 
ever they are likely to come, and should! 
be renewed once in a fortnight. 
To renovate velvet, free from dust by 
laying face down and whipping smartly ; 
then brush with a carael’s-hair brush, 
damn on the wrong side with borax water, 
and hang pile inward in the sunshine to 
dry, taking care that there is no fold or 
wrinkle on the line.

Th¡6 unusual demand hxs had the effect of 
greatly stimulating the search for them, 
especially on the west coast of Australia, 
at Thursday island, theSooloo archipelago, 
in Ceylon and the Persian gulf, and also 
along the coast of Lower California. The 
demand included pearls of all colors, ex­ 
cept the inferior yellow. The fine black 
pearls from Lower California have lieen in 
great request, single ones bringing xs much 
as $8,000. W ith these black pearls are 
found many beautiful gray anil grayish 
brown pearls. 
The different fisheries of the world pro­ 
duce fully $1,000,000 worth annually, of 
which the Lower California fisheries pro­ 
duce probably one-sixth. Kentucky, Ten­ 
nessee and Texas have given us over $10,­ 
000 worth of pearls per annum ; their re­ 
markable fresh-water pearls, especially the 
pink ones, which are unrivaled for "deli­ 
cacy of tint. The finding of two bushels 
of these in the Turner group of mounds in 
the little Miami valley, Ohio, by Professor 
F. W. Putnam, gives us a faint idea of 
how plenitful they were before the arrival 
of the Europeans. But within the last 
five years many of the fancy colored pearls 
have received their variety of color, not 
from nature, but by artificial means.— 
North American Review,

nia, settling in Sacramento county, near 
the Ttile House. For twenty-nine yeHr3 ha 
has held his residence in this county or in 
this city, voted the Republican ticket, and 
“ kept up his lick” day by day as a hard­ 
working man to the present hour. 
“ I haven’t had $30 doctor’s bill to pay in 
all my life,” he said, in response to an" in­ 
quiry. 
“ No, I never drank liquor; and use to­ 
bacco in no form. Neither do I drink cof­ 
fee ; and have not for forty years, save on 
rare occasions.” 
“ Ob, yes. I’m kept pretty steadily at 
work. I'll be entering my 88tli year pretty 
soon now, but I’m still at work—this time 
helping fit up the Sacramento county ex­ 
hibit in the State Fair. I went to farming 
when I cante back, in 1859. I’m a turner 
by trade and mill-builder. I’ve built two 
mills in this county.” 
"My youth? Well, in 1808, when Mr. 
Reed you talked about was being born. 1 
was so stout a lad that they bound me out 
to learn a trade at seven years apprentice­ 
ship. I didn’t like my master, and told 
him so, and he altered the indentures and 
let iue go, and I went. A little while alter 
the war with England came on, and the 
Indians got after our people, acting as 
allies f ir the British. They caught my old 
master 
near Angosta, and ctrne near 
killing him while their prisoner, beating I 
and maltreating him shamefully. I learned j 
my trade and made a good "living at it. 
When that Fairfield boy of 80 was wearing 
roundabouts I was voting.” 
“ Who for? 
Why, for John Quincy 
Adaras, to be sure," and I’ve ever since 
voted a W hig or a Republican ticket. Í 
voted for Adaras, the coalition candidate, 
in 1S24, and agaiD, as a ‘ National Republi­ 
can,’ in 1828 
1 voted for Henry Clay in 
'32, ‘ Old Tippecanoe Harris m ’ in 1830, 
and in 1840 helped to elect hiui. I voted 
fur Harry Clay in 1844,Z ach Taylor in '43, 
General Scott in ’52, John C. Fremont in 
'56, ‘ Uncle A be’ in 1860 and ’04, General 
Grant in ’68 and '72, Hayes in '70 Garfieid 
in '80, Blaine in '84, and, God witling. I’ll 
help in 1888 elect the grandson of the man 
I voted for in 1840.” 
“Aud let us hope yon’U do the same for 
his re-election in 1892.” 
“ Maybe, maybe. I’m pretty well along, 
you know.” 
“ No, I didn’t get into the war in 1S61. 1 
was pretty near 00 then, you know ; and I 
had this stiff leg, and "that would have 
barm l me out, anyhow.” 
“ The tariff ? Why, I’ve been talking 
abont that for sixty years. I’ve always be­ 
lieved in protection. Don’t I remember 
when, under low tariff, we had to scratch 
gravel awfully* hard and scrape axhelves in 
the chimney corner o’ nights to be able to 
live fairly and pay taxes. Then when the 
war tariff came on, and has been left on, 
with a few l'all-downs here and there, wba' 
country ever prospered as has ours ? Don't, 
I see what it has been since then, and don't 
you think I remember the pinching times 
before, t h ?” 
“ About the surplus under a high tariff ? 
Well, look here, if we hadn’t it here, un­ 
der free trade it’d all be over in England, 
wouldn't it? Then, why don’t they use it 
to pay the debt and stop"the interest ? Yes, 
sir, I’m a protectionist from ever so far 
back; didn't ttndersrand it so well once as 
I did later, bat I was always there.” 
“ What changes do I remember? 
Oh, 
dear me. all of ’em. 
Yes. I was eleven 
years old at.d goin’ on twelve when war 
oruke out. Yes; I remerubt r when Gen­ 
eral Harrison fought the Briti-h and In- 
din::-down at Detroit.and Colonel John­ 
son killed Tecumseh, and when the British 
ships came and captured East port up in 
Maine. I was thirteen then. We used to 
pay a shilling to carry a letter in the mail 
forty mites then, and 18jf cents— three six­ 
pences—if the tetter went^a hundred miles ; 
now thcv go all over the country for two 
cents. Indianapolis, where General Har­ 
rison lives, was begun as a Western settle­ 
ment when I was a stripling fellow of 
eigbte.r.. and then we had only twenty 
stars in the flag, that Congress adopted the 
year before.” 
"Yes, I remember all the early great in­ 
ventions and how they astonished us—you 
know all about the later ones.” 
“In 1820 we had a hard time. The foreign 
goods came in on ns so heavily that we 
couldn’t manufacture much in the States, 
and all our business suffered and we had 
paper money till you couldn’t rest, and 
half of it wasn’t good for anything but the 
paper-mill. That was the year when we 
talked protection to American manufact­ 
ures, and wanted internal improvements 
just as we do now. I wasn’t quite a voter 
then, but no one can forget those hard 
times. That was the year Maine came 
into 
the 
Union 
as 
a State. I was 
nineteen then, and 
don’t I remember 
how at that time workshops shut up all 
over the country and we all suffered from 
low tariff. 
“I remember when the first daily mail 
was put on from New York for a little way 
into the country. 1 was twenty then. 
I 
was twenty-three when General Lafayette 
came over. 
The next year was when we 
began to strike fire with a pine stick in a 
bottle of acid and cotton, but most people 
used Hint and steel and tinder till matches 
came around. In 1828, Adams ran on a 
high tariff platform, but Jackson whipped 
us—it was a hot campaign then, the South 
was against protection, you know, just as it 
is now. 
I remember 
when " Horace 
Greeley started the New York Tribune 
forty-seven years ago, and when they built 
Bunker Hill monument, and had the Dorr 
rebellion in Rhode Island.” 
Mr. Davenport's memory carries him all 
over the ground of most precious memory 
and progress in this century, and while a 
rather reticent man, his recollections are 
easily quickened by suggestion. He is a 
member of the Veteran Club of 1840 voter*. 
He would march with the club to-nigbt but 
for his crippled leg, but ail the same is for 
Harrison and Morten, walk or ride. 
Mr. Reed, of 80, now having been shad­ 
owed by Mr. Davenport, of 87. we await a 
Harrison man ol 90.
